Governor Stephens has signed the 
San Franclsco-San Mateo consolida¬ 
tion act, which provides for holding 
elections in the two counties looking 
toward annexation of San Mateo 
county to San Francisco. The bill 
originally introduced in the senate by 
Senator Nealon was amended to per¬ 
mit of the submission to the people of 
a constitutional amendment providing 
for the safeguarding of the borough 
system under which the consolidation 
is to be effected. The act provides 
that consolidation elections shall not 
be held until after the people have 
ratified the borough amendment. 

These changes in the original bill 
were the result of conferences be¬ 
tween opponents in San Mateo county 
of the measure.

The big implement makers should also come to the front with a rush.

IVhere more farm hands are needed they should be drafted from the 
cities and the towns. If they are unwilling to go and do their share, govern- j 
mental authorities should compel action. Every ahle-hodieff man should 
either light or work. There is no room for slackers and the public is in no j 
mood to condone them. 

The l nited States does not lack for the MEANS to produce the crops 
necessary to feed the people in this hour of peril, but those means MUST j 
BE EMPLOYED or we fall.
